There was not only a 
luck of that rest fulness and beautx which trees provide, but an absence of 
protecti »n from the elements when high winds prevailed, the snows drifted, 
and blizzards occasionally blew. 

During the earlier days in the settlement of the West, many homo 
seekers travelled long distances from the area traversed by the railway 

Fuel locations in districts where there were trees because, what they 
wanted, was not a mere temporary place whore they could "mine” tho soil 
lor a time, make some ready money quickly, and then got out, but n now 
and permanent home for their children where they would have a hotter 
opportunity in life than In the lands from which they had come. They put 
up with iiicoiivenienoes inseparable' from their Isolated, locations solely 
because they preferred the wooded districts to tho open, seemingly 
unattractive prairies. 

In those early days, however, thousands of people name and took tin 
homesteads who had no intention of establishing permanent homos. They 
' on* speculators, more or less indifferent to their surroundings, concerned 
ol 'l> "iih the making of money as rapidly as possible. They were quite frank 
in admitting they had no thought of making the West their home for tho 
remainder of their lives, hut that, on the contrary, tiny were using it as a 
hall wax house, a stepping stone to some other and hotter place. Many 
rsinie with the idea of making money which they could not accumulate In 
■iwir 0,(1 Eastern homos and then returning there to live and ultimately die. 

Some years ago tho fact was borne into tiie minds of the Federal 
Government that the problem of peopling the West was not so much one of 
immigration as of colonization; not so much tho obtaining of settlers as 
• he retaining of them once they had come. In a word, the real problem was 
how to get people to regard tho West as a place of permanent residence; how 
t»* get people to establish homes rather than mere dwelling places. 

It came to be. realized that 
the midst of a tlat prairie, uttei 

of location and surroundings, could never appeal as a "home.” and could 
no\er Inspire in the minds and hearts of children that affection which the 
parents still retained for the old homes they had left. And it was realized 
that what was needed to convert these prairie dwelling places into real and 
P m manent homes was "trees.” 

There was an iuipressfo/i abroad, however, that trees would not grow; 

if they would, why was not the prairie country covered with them as was 
the case in other lands of vast virgin areas But this was not a convincing 
answer, and it was argued that if trees would grow elsewhere, they would 
grow on the rich, fertile plains of the West. And, always, some enterprising 
settlers soon proved that this was so. 

The. problem of getting trees, getting them in large numbers and 
cheaply, because these early set tiers had little money to spend, and just 
the right way to plant and cultivate them, still existed. Then tho Dominion 
Government inaugurated one of the finest of its many splendid services for 
agriculture when It established forestry farms in the West. 

These farms have worked a veritable revolution in the appearance of 
Hiis Western country. Established, as they were, on tho hare praiiie, in a 
lew years they were converted into miniature forests. From them have 
*o*ne forth millions of trees, Distributed free of charge to farmers all over the 
W est Experts lia e advised on tree culture, farmsteads have been 
inspected, advice on planting given. Today, hundreds ami thousands ol 
Western farm dwellings have been transformed into homes of real 
attractiveness and beauty to which their owners and their children have 
become permaneutlx attached and for which a real love is now manifested. 
Trees have proven a great and effective Agent of colonization, while at the 
same time providing shelter for stock, protection for gardens, and a comfort 
to all when strong winter winds sweep across the land. 

Prairie cities, towns and villages have caught tho spirit and learned tho 
lesson taught by these forestry farms, and formerly wholly unattractive 
places, as. for example, tho capital city of Saskatchewan, whom nature failed 
to endow with any or? her assets, have become places of real beauty which 
are a source of pride and delight to their residents, and of surprise and 
pleasure to visitors from afar. 

Tho Federal Government is deserving of all praise for its forestry farms 
and tree planting policy, and to an ever increasing extent it i« to be hoped 
Hie people of Western Canada will second the efforts of the Government 
and even more, energetically prosecute the- work of sunounding their homes 
with trees.

Tax On Pelts Take>i In Northwest 
1 erritories Effective January 
1, 1929 

The art imposing a lux on furs tak¬ 
en In the Northwest Territories, 
passed at the last session of Parlia¬ 
ment, will come Into operation on 
January 1st, 1929, according to an 
announcement bv the lion. Charles 
Stewart, Minister of the Interior. 

The tax in these territories was im¬ 
posed by tlie Dominion in order lo 
Place them on the saino basis as tlie 
various provinces, which with the ex¬ 
ception of Prince Edward Island, im¬ 
pose a tax on furs to aid provincial 
revenues. The tax will be on the same 
basis per pelt as in tho prairie pro 
vinces and British Columbia, and will 
lend to prevent smuggling of furs 
from these provinces into the Terri 
torics for sale. 

It is expected also that conserva¬ 
tion of fur-bearers will be promoted 
by the new law in several ways. Per¬ 
mits will be required to ship out furs 
and in order to prevent tlie smug 
gling of valuable small pelts in .ship¬ 
ments of nontaxable furs such as 
wolf skins, all pelts will -be examined 
and stunmed. 

This it is believed will check the 
pernicious practice of taking miprime 
furs, that is. furs of animals killed 
when not in prime wintor condition. 
Furthermore, tills examination will 
show tho actual take of furs both by 
species and by districts, and pro\ ide 
data which will bo of value from a 
standpoint.

The Greeks are getting rid of a 
whole Army Corps. Their present 
strength is 6,600 officers and 80,000 
other ranks. The disbandment to be , 
effected will reduce this figure by j 
over 18,000 men. which means nine 
infantry regiments, one field and one 
heavy artillery and one engineer regi- 1 
mont. This is good augury for the 
most disturbed corner of Europe. The 
Portugese are disbanding three in¬ 
fantry regiments, three light in- 
talion, and two cavalry regiments.

Malcolm. "The special needs and re¬ 
quirement* of each province will be 
considered so that the greatest possi¬ 
ble results may accrue with the least 
overlapping by provincial and federal 
eiuhavor. It is to be admitted that 
large corporations are are in a posl 
thin to do much research work them¬ 
selves. but. as Hov eminent*, both pro¬ 
vincial and federal, we cm ho of as¬ 
sistance in th** development of the 
smaller industries and Individual pro¬ 
ducers who cannot afford to engage 
scientific advisers to work out these 
problems for them. 1 lirinly believe 
that Canada's development, if we 
stand Hteeadily behind those who are 
engaged in producing wealth from 
our great rosouiccs, will be even 
more marked in tin* quarter-century 
to come than it has l»«« n in the past."

Portland, Oregon, Veterinarian 
nionstrate* Efficiency Of Hi* 
Discovery 

Five months ago ten cows which 
had shown every sign of advanced 
tuberculosis and which had been con¬ 
demned by United Slates herd inspec¬ 
tors were selected for a test of the 
supposed tuberculosis cure evolved 
by Dr. George Kirkpatrick, Portland 
veterinarian. 

Recently three of the ten rows 
were slaughtered and subjected to a 
searching examination for traces of 
the disease. At tlie end of the ex¬ 
amination the carcasses of all three 
were passed on by Dr. A. J. Dlnzo, 
United States inspector, as free from 
the tuberculosis and fit for human 
consumption. 

Tills was the outstanding develop¬ 
ment of the scientific clinic held at 
Portland as a climax to tlie official 
test sponsored by the city health bu¬ 
reau and oilier research agencies.

During the period of 
Ids naval service ho has won honor 
and promotion for acta of personal 
gallantry ashore uh well as afloat. 

Perhaps no man slnco Nelson lias 
hnsked so much in tho spotlight of 
the public’s hero worship, or so much 
lilt favor and popularity among his 
men. It can well he suld that no man 
has cILmbod to the top of the British 
nu\y with bo little effort, born only 
of ability and courage, as has Beatty. 

lie lias been in command in moro 
than one of (lie most tremendous sea- 
fights In history, winning therein the 
unstinted gratitude of tho public aud 
the enthusiastic devotion of his men.
